p rods on civil rights demonstrators a few y ears 
ago. 
The p sy chologist said* 
‘ These sp ectacles 
must be viewed as serious sy mp toms of deen 
disturbances which threaten the foundation of 
our society .” 
Exafnining the current wave of camp us dis- 
t.urbaaces, he was sharp ly critical of p rotesters 
•-white and black—whose tactics interfered 
with the freedom and rights of others. 
Dr. Clark warned against regarding camp us 
confrontation p romoters as “mere random rev­ 
olutionaries seeking any cause or sieeking dis­ 
rup tion for its own sake.” 


us not condemn our y ou#i, but let our y outh 
know we condemn what they have done.” 
Students interviewed on the Cornell camp us 
had these ot^ervations; 
‘‘I’m afraid there’s a real danger of p rivate 
armies growing up at Cornell.” 
‘‘I can understand how p eop le from the ghet- 
tcw, the Afros, are lost up here. Even I had 
trouble adjuiding when I first got to Cornell. 
The academic environment, ttw white society —

HE DECLARED that violent tactics are 
wrong but cautioned that cause of unrest “must 
be remedied by rational p rocesses if our demo­ 
cratic society is to survive.” 
Author Clinton Rossiter, who also is a Coifiell 
p rofessor, said a iHiiversity ‘‘w a p lace of con­ 
trolled controversy and rational dWiourse . . . 
there is nothing rational about a gun.”

Sen. Edward J Sp eno. a Rep ublican and a 
Cornell alumnus, said' ‘‘The threat of armed 
cowcion has no p lace in American education. 


A MINORITY of militant Cornell faculty 
members vowed to assist the .students in seizing 
another building if the demands to nullify disci­ 
p linary action against five Negro students were 
not met. 
The Cornell faculty reversed its earlier p osi­ 
tion and met the demands. 
Professor Rossiter, who had p reviously resist­ 
ed student coerckm, .said he had been ‘‘forced 
by conscience and by the rational p ersuasion of 
students and faculty ” to change his mind. 
A minority of senior p rofessors dissented and 
called the faculty action ‘‘abject cap itulation” 
and ‘‘surrender to intimidation.” 
The Cornell faculty bought some time but 
what else did it buy ? How long will it be before 
another disgruntled group of students—white

black—fall back on the tactic of threatening the 
use of arms? 


SEEING HOW WELL armed occup ation work­ 
ed at Cornell, how long will it take for radical 
activists to adop t the method on other camp ­ 
uses? 
It is our fervent hop e lihat college and univer­ 
sity leaders throughout the country will be able 
to head off armed conflict but the Cornell p re­ 
cedents of cap itulation and imp tmity will make 
the job difficult.

Donald Rumsfeld, the Illinois congressman 
who criticized the Office of Economic Op p ortun­ 
ity (OEO) and voted against fimds for its op er­ 
ation, today is singing a different tune about 
government antip overty p rt^am s.

Just been named by President Nixon as (hrector 
of the p rogram. 


MR. RUMSFELD, a camp aigner for Mr. Nix­ 
on, now sees the OEO a.s ‘‘a very sp ecial mech­ 
anism . . . an incubator for i<ieas” which is 
charged with p roducing ‘‘p recise and resp on- 
« ve solutions to p roblems” of the p oor. 
Mr. Rumsfeld’s statement, released after an­ 
nouncement of has ap p ointment as successor to 
Sargent Shriver, who resigned a y ear ago. re­ 
flected that his thinking is in line with the ad­ 
ministration. 
He said- ‘‘We have learned in some instances 
that our efforts have been less successful than 
we had hop ed. We have seen that p rograms 
must be imp roved—for the sake of those they 
•erve.” 
Mr. Nixon recently p ulled the Job Corp s and 
Head Start iroject from the jurisdiction of the 
OEO whi<* he sees as ‘‘an initiating agency ” 
which devises new p rograms to help tlte p oor 
and serving as an ‘‘incubator for these p ro­ 
grams during their initial exp erimental p hase” 
Mr. Nixon p raised Mr. Rimisfeld for giving 


up his “safe” congressional seat to assume an 
“immensely imp ortant” but “controversial” as­ 
signment 
The new director exp ressed the thought that 
the new job carries a formidable (Hiallenge and 
he exp ects it to be “exciting” and p ossibly “dis­ 
couraging ” 
The 36-y ear-old Princeton graduate summed 
up his p rojection of what the job means in 
tbe.se words- 
“We must make p rogiess in the p amstakmg 
proc e ft$ of aiding individuals to fulfill their p o­ 
tential, the heartening and sometimes heart­ 
breaking task of gaining i« w knowledge. The 
commitment is to find out what works and what 
does not; and more, it Is to p ut that knowledge 
to work, to imp lement it,”

Government’s 
Structure Hit 


WASHINGTON - The big story to the nation­ 
al cap ital Is not how President Nixon has fared 
to his first 100 day s in office. It is rather, the 
tragic failure of that p art of the American sy s­ 
tem <rf government which p ermits a majority 
frewn one p olitical jMirty to control both houses 
of C<mgress while a chief executive is elected 
fr<Mn another p arty . 
This means stand.shll governmimt as the op - 
p ositiOT p arty members not only snip e at tfie 
administration on legislative p rop osals for do­ 
mestic affairs but actually interfere with the 
conduct of foreign affairs by emp hasizing to 
world a mood of dissension, if not irresp onsibil­ 
ity . A p ertinent question is: “What has Con­ 
gress done to ^ 
166 day s?” 


THE AMERICAN SYSTEM Is weak because 
the p eop le do not have to vote for a p arty but 
may select members of Congress from one p ar­ 
ty and the p resident from the op p osition p arty . 
With all tihe suggestions for constitutWMial 
amendments being made in Congress nowaday s 
- mostly about direct or p op ular election of 
p residents — not a .single p rop osal has been of­ 
fered which would give the .American p eop le a 
resp onsible sy stem of government. This could 
be readily attained if the p resident and his cab­ 
inet were alway s an integral p art of a maiorrty 
organization to the Senate and House of Rep re­ 
sentatives An analogous (wnWnation of leaders 
and 
p rosp ective cabinet 
office’s 
could 
be 
formed by the minority p arty . 
The United State« today is confronted with 
(tostacles wittito Congress itself which imp air 
the op eraHion of a successful foreign p olicy . 
Thus, the diairman of the Senate Foreiito Rela­ 
tions Committee, a Democrat, acts and sp eaks 
on international questions as if he thought he 
had the p owers of a p resident or a secretary of 
state. Again and again in the p ast a Rep ublican 
chairman of the Senate Fo rei^ Relations Com­ 
mittee has done the same thing. A Reoubl'can 
.senator to that p ost in 1919 blocked American 
entrance into the league of Nations which had 
been advocated by a Democratic p resident at 
ttie Paris p eace confwence after the close nf 
World War I. 
The amount of damage done to both national 
and international p rograms by the members of 
the op p osition p arty in CxMtgress to the last 160 
day s is considerable, esp ecially to failing to 
sup p ort the government during maritime. 
L<Mig delay s in enacting major p olicie« of a 
domestic nature may be exp ected. In the end, 
ttie administration will find it necessary to 
modify its p rop osals considerably to order to 
win the necessary majority to botti houses 
Whether it’s a tax-reftwm bill, or a sy stem 
for distributing p ublic funds by an effective 
method of -rtiaring with the stat« ?, or the enact­ 
ment of a .stern p olicy to deal with the riote and 
disturbances — p lainly being in.siigated by 
group s in our midst with some foreip tofluenc« 
behind them, and hence subject to federal sur­ 
veillance and p ro^'ution — there is little p rog­ 
ress bang made on the legislative side. 
Although the Democratic p arty has a majori­ 
ty in both houses d Cnt^e ss, it has not p re­ 
sented in the last 160 day s a p rogram of Rs own 
in either house. Yet the Democrats contool the 
chairmanship s of all committees in the Senate 
and the House. 


WHAT IS PRIMARIl.V lacking is a sy stem of 
p arty discip line. President Jrtonson had a ma­ 
jority of his p arty to both houses for the last six 
y ears, but he, too. was faced with revolts. 
While a coalition (rf certain Rep ublicans with 
Democrats p roduced for him a majority vote an 
some imp ortant p ieces of legislation, this mere­ 
ly accentuated the lack of a sy .stem nf p artv re- 
.« ip onsibility . 
The American p eop le in the 1970 election will 
vote to fill all the seats in the House of Rep re­ 
sentatives but only one third of the Sesiate. 'Diis 
is a lop -sided arrangement which makes it p os­ 
sible for the iienate to become Rep ublican next 
time while the house stay s Democratic The 
p eop le would be better served if elections were 
held every four vears to which the entire mem­ 
bership of botti houses had to go before the neo- 
p le along with the p residential nominees This 
would at lea.st be a .start toward resp onsible 
government.

Serious overcrowding and lack 
proper facilities have been 
cited by Supt. C. P. Henderson 
as proWems of the recently - 
consolidated 
district 
w h i c h 
riwuld be solved. 
“All schools, with one excep­ 
tion, are overcrowded at t h e 
present time which makes it 
impossible to have the proper 
kind of an educational program 
which is so necessary today ,” 
he said. 
“Several buildings a r e in 
need of repair, some were nev­ 
er entirely completed, others 
need new heating and ventilat­ 
ing sy stems, as present sy stems 
are worn out, while the light­ 
ing in some is very inadquate. 
Repairs of less major import­ 
ance are needed in many build­ 
ings. 


“The program was rec« n- 
m ^ded by the school’s archi­ 
tect and a representative of an 
engineering and planning firm 
after a very close examination 
and inspection of present build­ 
ings. 


“EDISON LOCAL is a fast- 
growing district. The school pop­ 
ulation has increased by 1,200 
pupils within the last 10 y ears. 
The greatest increase has been 
within the last three y ears, 
which has been due in part to 
people moving from the urban 
area to the rural areas. This 
movement has been due par­ 
tially to the installation of wa­ 
ter Untó , and with the further 
extension of proposed 
w a t e r 
lines the school populaÜMi will 
increase more than ever. 
“ At present there are 26 5 stu­ 
dents in classrooms other than 
regular school classrooms.

room or facilities for music, art 
or adequate library faciliti« !. In 
some buildings library books 
and reference materials a r e 
kept in storage rooms and is­ 
sued to children, who m us t 
either take them hcMne or to 
their classroom to be used, 
which is a very unsatisfactory 
situation. 
“The Board of Education pro­ 
poses, in addition to the re­ 
modeling and repairing 
pr o ­ 
gram, to « Mistruct two new ele­ 
mentary s c h o o l s known as 
“middle schools”. These ne w 
schools would 
pr o vi d e for 
grades 5 to 8. There are enough 
students in the district at the 
present time to justify the c« i- 
struetiiHi of the new buildings 
if properly distributed. C l a s s - 
rooms would not be overcrowd­ 
ed and all students would be 
housed in regular school build­ 
ings, and all students w o ul d 
again feel they are a part of a 
school.

If you believe everything you hear or read 
about the tremendous profits of auto insur­ 
ance companies, you might feel you are 
being overcharged. But before you reach 
that conclusion, here are some facts you 
should know. 


At a group, the auto insurance companiat 
bated In Ohio didn’t make a penny of profit 
directly from money paid by their cus­ 
tomers for insurance protection during the 
five years from 1964 through 1968. In fact, 
over the five-year period, the companies 
suffered a slight loss in daily operations. 


These insurance companies did have net 
Investment earnings of about 4V2% during 
this five-year period — to be exact, $4.52 
on every $100 they took in.

If auto insurance companies earned 4Vg % 
over the past five years, couldn’t rates be 
kept where they are?

A band of Negro students occupied a building 
and took with them a good-sized arsenal, Thefa* 
demands for amnesty were met to end the 
armed occupation of the campus building. 


THE INCIDENT brought varied reactions. 
Dr. Kenneth B. Clark , a Negro psy cholc^st 
and member of the New York B<wrd of Re­ 
gents, said the outrageous action stimulates the 
aame feelings of revulsion and sadness experi­ 
enced when the Birmingham police used cattle 
prods on civil rights demonstrators a few y ears 
*« 0- 
The psy chologist said- 
“These spectacles 
miwt be viewed as serious sy mptoms of deen 
disturbances which '.hreaten the foundation of 
our society .” 
Examining the current wave of campus <hs- 
turbances. he was sharply critical of protesters 
—white and black —whose tactics interfered 
with the freedom and rights of others. 
Dr. Clark warned again.st regarding campus 
confrontation promoters as “mere random rev­ 
olutionaries seek ing any cause or seek ing dis­ 
ruption for its own sak e.” 


HE DECLARED that violent tactics are 
wrong but cautioned that cause of unrest “miast 
be remedied by rational processes if our demo­ 
cratic society is to survive.” 
Author Clinton Rossiter. who also is a Cornell 
professor, .said a university "is a place of con­ 
trolled controversy and rational discourse . . . 
there is rwthing rational about a gun.” 
A measure to outlaw firearms on college 
campuses drew widespread support among New 
Yoric legislators. 
Sen. Edward J. Speno, a Republican and a 
Cornell alumnus, said 
“The threat of armed 
coercion has no place in American education. 


T^et us not condemn our y outh, but let our y outh 
k now we condemn what they have done.” 
Students interviewed on the Cwnell campus 
had these observations:

It’s all right to 
demonstrate, but not to seize buildinj» « ; ''*■ •’-irry 
guns,” 


4 MINORITY of militant Cornell faculty 
members vowed to assi.st the students in seizing 
another building if the demands to nullify disci­ 
plinary action against five Negro students were 
not met. 
The Cornell faculty reversed its earlier posi­ 
tion and met the demands. 
Professor Rossiter, who had fM-eviously resist­ 
ed student coercion, said he had been “forced 
by conscience and by the rational persuasion of 
students and faculty ” to change his mind. 
A minority of senior professors dissented and 
called the faculty action “abject capitulation” 
and “surrender to intimidation.” 
The Cornell faculty bought some time but 
what else did it buy ? How long will it be before 
another disgruntled group of student» —white 
o r 
black —fall back on the tactic of threatening the 
use of arms? 


SEEING HOW WFLL armed occupation work - 
ed at Corn#» li, how long will it tak e for radical 
activists to adopt the method on other camp­ 
uses? 
It is our fervent hope that college and univer­ 
sity lejKlers throughout the country will be able 
to head off armed CMiflict but the Cornell pre­ 
cedents of capituJatiffli and impunity will mak e 
the job difficult. 
It will be a miracle if all our citadels of intel- 
lectualism avert the .spilling of blood. 


OEO Ha s A New Chief 


Donald Rumsfeld, the IUìikms congr^sman 
who criticized the Office of Economic Opportun­ 
ity (OEO) aid voted against fund.« fw its oper­ 
ation, today is singing a different tune about 
government antipoverty fMx^ams 
The difference being, of course, that he has 
^ 
been named by President Nixon as direct« - 
of the program. 


MR. RlfMSFELD, a canpaign« * for Mr Nix­ 
on, now sees the OEO as “a very special mech­ 
anism . . . an mcubator for ideas” which is 
charged with producing “precise and respon­ 
sive solutiorffi to problems” of the poor. 
Mr. Rumsfeld’s statement, released after an- 
fiouncement of his appointment as successor 1» 
Sargent Shriver, who resigned a y ear ago, re­ 
flected that his think ing is in line with the ad- 
minisftration. 
He said: “We have learned in some instances 
that our efforts have been less successful than 
we had hoped. We have seen that programs 
must be improved—for the sak e of those they 
•erve,” 
Mr. Nixon recently pulled the Job Qirps and 
Head Start project frem the jurisdiction of the 
OEO which he sees ^ “an Initiating agency ” 
which devises new pra a m s to help the poor 
and serving as an “incubator for these pro­ 
grams during their imtial experimental phase ” 
Mr. Nixon praised Mr. Rumsfeld for giving 


up his "safe” congres.simiaJ seat to assume an 
“ immensely important” but “controversial” as­ 
signment. 
The new director expres.sed the thought (hat 
the new job carries a fomiidaWe challenge and 
he expects H to be “exciting” and possibly “dis­ 
couraging ” 
The 36-y ear-p!d Princeton graduate summed 
up his projection of what the job mean« In 
t^ s e words: 
“We must mak e jM-o^ess in the painstak ing 
process rrf aiding individuals to fulfill their po­ 
tential, the heartening and sometimes heart­ 
break ing task of gaining new k nowledge. The 
commitment is to find out what work s and what 
does not; and more, it is to put that k nowledge 
to work , to implem« it it.” 
Which side of the fence y ou are on surely 
does mak e a difference in the way y ou look at 
a problem doeai’t it? 


IT IS SOMETHING ak in to listening to a dis­ 
cussion of poverty by a poor man iuid a wealthy 
man—it often sounds as if they are talk ing 
about different topics.

WASHINGTON - The big story hi the nation­ 
al capital is not how President Nixon has fared 
In his first 100 day s in office. It is rather, the 
tragic failure of that part of the American sy s­ 
tem of government which permits 
a majority 
frcwm (me political party to control both houses 
of Congress while a chief executive is elected 
from another party . 
This means standstill government as the op­ 
position party members not only snipe at the 
administration on legislative propolis for do­ 
mestic affairs but actually interfere with the 
conduct of f(M*eign affairs by emphasizing to the 
world a mood of di.ssensk m, if not irresponsibil­ 
ity . .4 pertinent question is: “What has Con­ 
gress d(me in the last 100 day s?” 


THE AMERICAN SYSTEM Is weak because 
toe people do not have to vote for a party but 
may select members of Omgress from one par­ 
ty and the president from the opposition party . 
With all toe suggestions for constitutitmal 
amendments being made in Omgress nowaday s 
— mostly about direct or p<^lar election of 
presidents -- not a single proposal has been of­ 
fered which would give the .American people a 
rreponsible sy stem of government. This cmild 
be readily attained if the president and his cab­ 
inet were alway s an integral part of a majority 
organization in the Senate and House of Repre­ 
sentatives. An analogous combination of leaders 
and 
prospective cabinet office» could 
be 
formed by toe minority party . 
The United States today is confronted with 
obstacles wHhin Congress Hse'lf wWch impair 
the <H>erat!ion of a successful foreign policy . 
ThuLS, the chairman of the Senate Foreign Rela­ 
tions Committee, a Democrat, acts and speak « 
on international questions as if he thought he 
had the powers of a president or a secretary of 
state. Again and again in the past a Republican 
diairman of the Senate Foreign Relations Com­ 
mittee has done the .same thing. A Repuhl'can 
.senator in that post in 1919 block ed American 
entrance into the I.eagw of Nations whi(h had 
been advocated by a Democratic president at 
the Paris peace conferenre after the close 
o f 
World War I. 
The amount of damage done to both national 
and international prc^rams by the members of 
the opposition party in Congress in the last 100 
day s is (Kmsiderible, espedally In failing to 
support the government during marhime. 
Long delay s in enacting major policie« of a 
dome.sîic nature may be expe(k « l. In the end. 
toe administration will find it nreessary to 
modify its proposals considerably in order to 
win the necessary majority in both Iwuses. 
Whether it’s a tax-reform bill, or a « y stem 
for distributing public funds by 
m effective 
method of sharing with toe states, or the enact­ 
ment of a stern policy to deal with the riot* and 
disturbances — plainly being instigated by 
groups in our midst with some foreign influence 
behiml them, and hence aibject to federal sur­ 
veillance and fwosecution — there i« little prog- 
rei« being made on the legislative side. 
Althoufto the Democratic party has a majori­ 
ty in both houses (rf Congress, it ha.s not pre­ 
sented in the last 100 day s a program of Hs own 
in either house. Yet the Democrats conTol the 
chairmanships of all commitiees in the Senate 
and the House. 


WHAT IS PRIMARILY lack ing Is a sy stem of 
party discipline. President Johnscm had a ma­ 
jority of his party in both houses for the last six 
y ears, but he, too, was faced with revolts. 
While a coalition of certain Republicans with 
Democrats produced for him a majority vote on 
some important pieces of legislation, thi.s mere­ 
ly accentuated the lack of a .sy .stem of party re­ 
sponsibility . 
The American people in the 1970 election will 
vote to fill all the seats in toe House of Repre­ 
sentatives but only (wie third of the Senate. This 
Is a lop-sided arrangem« it which mak es it pos­ 
sible for the Senate to become Republican next 
time while the house stay s Democratic The* 
people would be better served if elections were 
held every four y ears in which the entire mem­ 
bership of both bouses had to go before the 
rm* - 
ple along wito the presidential nominees TNs 
would at least be a start toward resporsiWe 
government.

But the man involved, scien­ 
tist Franklin A. Long, says no 
thanks. 
Following criitjcisin from oon- 
gressmen and soieniasts for let­ 
ting politics oveiTide quaiifica- 
tions in selecting the new direc­ 
tor of the National Scienoe 
Foundation, Nixon Monday said 
the job would be picked on mer­ 
it only. 
The President also revealed to 
the members of the National 
Science Board and the National 
Academy of Sciences that after 
first anpnoving Long’s rejection 
he had asked Ihe Gomel! Und- 
versity vice president to take 
the job. 
But presidential science ad­ 
viser Lee A. DuBridge, wiw ori­ 


ginally recommended Long for 
the job, said Monday Loi:^ was 
no longer interested because he 
found “the political situation 
distastefol to Itim and he pre­ 
ferred not to have it reopened.” 
After DuBridge reconunended 
Long several weeks ago. White 
House staff members prot^ted 
that be had publidy opposed 
Nixon’s missile defense prop^ 
als and should not get an admin­ 
istration appointment. 
Nixon backed up his staff at 
his April 18 news oonferenoe, 
(»ntirniifng that Long’s appor­ 
tion to the proposed Safeguard 
project “would be mdsuTKiiar- 
stood.”

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said Nixon had “looked at it 
more oarefuily.” 
In his meetBng wih the scien­ 
tists, Nixon asked for sugges­ 
tions for the NSF spot and 
promised that he would pick the 
new dSreotor from one of the 
names subnuitted, White House 
press secretary Rwiald L. Zieg­ 
ler said. 
Nixon also said he would sup- 
wrt the independence of the 
oundetian and assured them of 
his interest in science and in in- 
temationail scientific coopera­ 
tion, Ziegler adicfed. 
DuBr^e was asked how the 
fresh Nixon stance would affect 
the scientific community.

If you believe everything you hear or read 
about the tremendous profits of auto insur­ 
ance companies, you might feel you are 
being overcharged. But before you reach 
that conclusion, here are some facts you 
should know. 


At a group, the auto insurance companies 
based in Ohio didn’t make a penny off profit 
directly from money paid by their cus­ 
tomers for insurance protection during the 
five years from 1964 through 1968. In fact, 
over the five-year period, the com panies 
suffered a slight loss in dally operations. 


These insurance companies did have net 
Investment earnings of about 4V2% during 
this five-year period — to be exact, $4.52 
on every $100 they took In. All off the $4.52 
net earnings came from Investment income 
and Increased market value of securities. 
It’s what was left after deducting operating 
losses, Federal Income taxes and policy­ 
holders’ dividends. 


That’s not too bad. But it’s not tremendous 
profit either. You could earn about as much 
from a savings account in a local bank. 


And, of course, the increased market value 
of securities Isn’t actually cash on hand. It’s 
only a paper figure. It could increase if the 
stock market goes up, or it could decrease 
If the stock market goes down — as it has 
for the past several months. 


Anyway, what has happened to this $4.52 of 
earnings— or profits? 


Well, about 290 of it went to pay dividends 
to stockholders of the stock companies.

If auto insurance companies earned 4V2% 
over the past five years, couldn’t rates be 
kept where they are? Or better yet, couldn’t 
rates be reduced a little? 


Yes, theoretically. The com panies could 
live on their investment earnings and their 
surplus.

For how long? Well, nobody knows, be­ 
cause nobody knows for sure how many 
accidents there will be next year, or the year 
after that.

Drop 1,000 Tons Of Explosives 
New B52 Bombing Attacks 
Aim At Reds Near Saigon 


SAIGON (AP) - The U.S. 
Command has launched another 
B52 bombing campaign to har­ 
ass North Vietnamese troops in 
the jungles north of Saigon, Mil­ 
itary spokesmen reported today. 
In a 24-hour period Monday 
and today, 36 Stiatofortresses 
dropped more than 1,000 tons of 
explosives on North Vietnamese 
bases in the enemy’s War Zones 
C and D. The strikes ranged 
from 71 miles northwest of Sai­ 
gon to 55 miles northeast of the 
capital.

Guards struck at two state penal 
institutions today and were re­ 
placed where necessary by Ohio 
National Guardsmen. 
Only 54 of 175 to 200 guards 
and supervisors reported at tile 
state penitentiary in Columbus. 
A unit of IOO guardsmen aug­ 
mented the guard force there. 
About 80 guards reported at 
Mansfield Reformatory where 
130 would normally be on duty. 
A unit of guardsmen from Ak­ 
ron was sent to Mansfield to 
stand by in case it was needed. 
Adjt. Gen. S. T. DelCorso said 
no national guardsmen were sent 
into the Mansfield reformatory 
immediately. 
Maury Koblentz. chief (rf the 
Ohio Division of Correction, said 
guard situations were normal at 
penal institutions at Lebanon, 
London, Marysville, Marion and 
Chillicothe. 
Spokesmen for the striking 
guards at Ohio Penitentiary said 
they are seeking a $1,500 an­ 
nual across-the-board pay raise. 
Koblentz said present wages 
start at $4,900 annually at all 
institutions except at the peni­ 
tentiary where the starting sal­ 
ary is $5,240 annually. 
He noted a bill pending in the 
legislature would increase the 
starting salaries at all institu­ 
tions to $5,630, with a possible 
hazard pay benefit for guards 
at the penitentiary. 
Guard spokesmen said the pay 
raise now under consideration in 
the legislature would only pro­ 
vide $150 more a year and “is 
inadequate.” Guards also are 
asking for full hospitalization. 
Koblentz indicated there would 
be no effort do implement Ohio’s 
Ferguson Act which bars strikes 
be public employes. 
“We expect to explore all le­ 
gal activities,” he said. “ We 
will not make any threats but 
we do have to run the institu­ 
tions.” 
Lt. Col. J a m e s Abraham 
commanded 110 armed guards­ 
men who marched through the 
penitentiary truck entrance at 
6 a m. He said 330 members of 
the 1st Battalion, 166th Infantry, 
were called up to rotate on 
eight hour shifts at the prison.

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New Phase Of Campus Revolt 


Let us not condemn our youth, but let our youth 
know we condemn what they have done.” 
Students interviewed on the Cornell campus 
had Chese observations: 
“I’m afraid there’s a real danger of private 
armies growing up at Cornell.” 
“I can understand how people from the ghet­ 
tos, the Afros, are lost up here. Even I had 
trouble adjusting when I first got to Cornell. 
The academic environment, the white society— 
I'm sure a lot of them never came into contact 
with this before they got here. Ifs all right to 
demonstrate, but not to seize buildings 
^ rry 
guns.” 


A MINORITY of militant Cornell faculty 
members vowed to assist the students in seizing 
another building if the demands to nullify disci­ 
plinary action against five Negro students were 
not met. 
The Cornell faculty reversed its earlier posi­ 
tion and met the demands. 
Professor Rossiter, who had previously resist­ 
ed student coercion, said he had been “forced 
by conscience and by tihe rational persuasion of 
students and faculty” to change his mind. 
A minority of senior professors dissented and 
called the faculty action “abject capitulation” 
and “surrender to intimidation.” 
The Cornell faculty bought some time but 
what else did it buy? How long will it be before 
another disgruntled group of students—white or 
black—fall back on the tactic of threatening the 
use of arms? 


SEEING HOW WELL armed occupation work­ 
ed at Cornell, how long will it take for radical 
activists to adopt the method on other camp­ 
uses? 
It is our fervent hope bhat college and univer­ 
sity leaders throughout the country will be able 
to head off armed conflict but the Cornell pre­ 
cedents of capitulation and impunity will make 
the job difficult. 
It will be a miracle if all our citadels of intel­ 
lectualism avert the spilling of blood. 


The full impact of the introduction of arms 
Into the ongoing campus is yet to be determined, 
yet to be determined. 
What happened at Cornell University will find 
Application ait other troubled institutions across 
the land in one way or another. 
A band of Negro students occupied a building 
and took with them a good-sized arsenal. Their 
demands for amnesty were met to end the 
armed occupation of the campus building. 


THE INCIDENT brought varied reactions. 
Dr. Kenneth B. Clark, a Negro psychologist 
and member of the New Yod? Board of Re­ 
gents, said the outrageous action stimulates the 
anne feelings of revulsion and sadness experi­ 
enced when the Birmingham police used cattle 
prods on civil rights demonstrators a few years 
ago. 
The psychologist said- 
“These spectacles 
must be viewed as serious symptoms of deen 
disturbances which threaten the foundation of 
our society.” 
Examining the current wave of campus dis­ 
turbances, he was sharply critical of protesters 
—white and black—whose tactics interfered 
with the freedom and rights of others. 
Dr. Clark warned against regarding campus 
confrontation promoters as “mere random rev­ 
olutionaries seeking any cause or seeking dis­ 
ruption for its own sake.” 


HE DECLARED that violent tactics are 
wrong but cautioned that cause of unrest “must 
be remedied by rational processes if our demo­ 
cratic society is to survive.” 
Author Clinton Rossiter, who also is a Cornell 
professor, said a university “is a place of con­ 
trolled controversy and rational discourse . . . 
there is nothing rational about a gun.” 
A measure to outlaw firearms on college 
campuses drew widespread support among New 
York legislators. 
vSen. Edward J. Speno, a Republican and a 
Cornell alumnus, said: “The threat of armed 
coercion has no place in American education. 


OKO Has A New Chief 


Donald Rumsfeld, the Illinois congressman 
who criticized the Office of Economic Opportun­ 
ity (OEO) and voted against funds for its oper­ 
ation, today is singing a different tune about 
government antipoverty programs. 
The difference being, of course, that he has 
Just been named by President Nixon as director 
of the program. 


MR. RUMSFELD, a campaigner for Mr. Nix­ 
on, now sees the OEO as “a very special mech­ 
anism . . . an incubator for ideas” which is 
charged with producing “precise and respon­ 
sive solutions to problems” of the poor. 
Mr. Rumsfeld’s statement, released after an­ 
nouncement of has appointment as successor to 
Sargent Shriver, who resigned a year ago. re­ 
flected that his thinking is in line with the ad­ 
ministration. 
He said: “We have learned in some instances 
that our efforts have been less successful than 
we had hoped. We have seen that programs 
must be improved—for the sake of those they 
aerve.” 
Mr. Nixon recently pulled the Job Corps and 
Head Start project from the jurisdiction of the 
OEO which he sees as “an initiating agency” 
which devises new programs to help the poor 
and serving as an “incubator for these pro­ 
grams during their initial experimental phase.” 
Mr. Nixon praised Mr. Rumsfeld for giving 


up his “safe” congressional seat to assume an 
“immensely important” but “controversial” as­ 
signment. 
The new director expressed the thought that 
the new job carries a formidable challenge and 
he expects it to be “exciting” and possibly “dis­ 
couraging ” 
The 36-year-old Princeton graduate summed 
up his projection of what the job means In 
these words: 
“We must make progress in the painstaking 
process of aiding individuals to fulfill their po­ 
tential, the heartening and sometimes heart­ 
breaking task of gaining new knowledge. The 
commitment is to find out what works and what 
does not: and more, it is to put that knowledge 
to work, to implement it.” 
Which side of the fence you are on surely 
does make a difference in the way you look at 
a problem doesn’t it? 


IT IS SOMETHING akin to listening to a dis­ 
cussion of poverty by a poor man and a wealthy 
man—it often sounds as if they are talking 
about different topics. 
Mr. Rumsfeld’s position is unique—for not 
many people get a chance to bring their ideas 
to bear directly in an area where they have 
been extremely critical. 
He is to be wished well in his endeavor for 
the solving of poverty programs is vital to the 
nation.

WASHINGTON — There is some question 
as to what role the communications media 
are playing in student unrest Most of us like 
to think we’re just reporting the events on 
college c a m p u s e s , but 
there is a gnawing suspi­ 
cion that our role may be 
one of participant rather 
than observer. Have you 
ever wondered what might 
happen if the press and TV' 
didn’t show up af a student 
demonstration? 
Twenty-five students are 
standing on the steps of 
the law building.

As for the U.S. attorneys in the area, there 
just has not been enough manpower to pursue 
common criminals and defrauders as well as 
tackle the seven or eight major and minor Cosa 
Nostra families in the region — and dig into all 
business operations of dons, cappo regimes and 
button men (troops).

Fighting the Mafia has been cyclical. The fed­ 
erals would move in, the cameras would zero 
in, the newsmen would pack in. There’d be an 
indictment or two, moral and juridicial and ev­ 
erybody would go away. 
But now something new has been added — it 
seems. President Nixon’s decision to set up 20 
permanent federal anticrime field offices will 
supply that continuity, end the cycles, establish 
the struggle against organized crime and rack­ 
eteering as a permanent institution. 
If successful, these first 20 federal metropoli­ 
tan antiracketeering centers will wipe out the 
Mafia as we have known it since the days it 
ran whiskey and murdered its way into rhe la­ 
bor movement. 
Once the field offices are operative. La Cosa 
Nostra (LCN, according to toe FBI’s code 
book; chiefs no longer will be able to winter it 
at cool watering places while the heat is on 
Despite undulating waves of investigations at 
five-year intervals since Tom Dewey went after 
Murder, Inc. and its blood brothers in the ’30s,

wealthier and vastly more politically influential 
than ever before. 


THIS ISN’T CYNICISM. This is fact. Just 
watch some congressmen Ime up on the appro­ 
priations and legislation requested by the Presi­ 
dent. They’ll give him a hard time, though he 
has said — with low-voiced understatement: 
“Not a single one of the 24 Cosa Nostra fami­ 


lies has been destroyed. They are more firmly 
entrenched and more secure than ever before.” 
Mr. Nixon, on the advice of John Mitchell’s 
Justice Department, plans to expand the antfr- 
acketeering strike force technique now used in 
eight cities. These will be tunned into perma­ 
nent units. Then, in coming months, four more 
headquarters will be opened — Kansas City, 
and New Orleans are expected to be the first. 
The other 12 headquarters will spread eastward 
from the West Coast, according to one Justice 
Dept, source. Eventually there will be units in 
such widely separated cities as Cleveland, 
Pittsburgh and Tampa. 
They’ll be well staffed compared with the 
current strike forces, made up of five attorneys 
and seven or eight investigators. At first thev’ll 
concentrate on the metropolitan center in which 
thev set up shop. Some will move swiftly — as 
* is the Newark strike force, now about to ask a 
grand jury for several indictments. Some will 
take a year, for without continuity, without any 
files, without many contacts, they will have to 
start clean. 


THEN, IN A few years, as they form a grid 
across country, they’ll be turned into regional 
offices. They'll fan out of the big cities and 
across each state. They’ll funnel the informa- 
ton back to the Organized Crime and Racket­ 
eering Section, which may soon be upgraded to 
a full Justice Dept division. Facts will be com­ 
puterized. With an additional 415 FBI agents in 
the field, bringing the total to 6.800 (out of an 
FBI staff of 17.000). toe computer’s memory 
box hardly will be vacuous 
Furthermore, there will be no wasteful 
competition between U.S. attorneys or between 
the “locals" and toe federals There will be no 
battling for witnesses or cases. There will be 
memoranda of agreement on cooperation, juris­ 
diction, manpower and money And about time, 
too. 
There will be the pooling, for example, of 
wiretap information. In the past this has linked 
the mob with at least two members of the Con­ 
gress — and it should be remembered that the 
authorities tap racketeers, not congressmen It 
was the tap on the underworld which turned up 
the voices of those two members. 
It will be more difficult for the underworld to 
communicate with their political protectors. It 
will be tougher to hold crime summit sessions, 
even out on a yacht, as the mob has done re­ 
cently. 
The 20 field offices will mean constant pres­ 
sure. building of files, familiarity with toe Cosa- 
Nostra operations on a street by street basis, 
business by business, local by local basis. 
That is. if Congress comes up with the money 
—■ $61 million. It may not.

Government’s 
Structure Hit 


WASHINGTON — The big story in the nation­ 
al capital is not how President Nixon has fared 
In his first IOO days in office. It is rather, the 
tragic failure of that part of the American sys­ 
tem of government which permits a majority 
from one political party to control both houses 
of Congress while a chief executive is elected 
from another party. 
This means standstill government as the op­ 
position party members not only snipe at the 
administration on legislative proposals for do­ 
mestic affairs but actually interfere with the 
conduct of foreign affairs by emphasizing to the 
world a mood of dissension if not irresponsibil­ 
ity. A pertinent question is: “What has Con­ 
gress done in the last IOO days?” 


THE AMERICAN SYSTEM is weak because 
the people do not have to vote for a party but 
may select members of Congress from one par­ 
ty and the president from the opposition party. 
With all toe suggestions for constitutional 
amendments being made in Congress nowadays 
— mostly about direct or popular election of 
presidents — not a single proposal has been of­ 
fered which would give the American people a 
responsible svstem of government. This could 
be readily attained if the president and his cab­ 
inet were always an integral part of a majority 
organization in the Senate and House of Repre­ 
sentatives. An analogous combination of leaders 
and 
prospective cabinet 
officers 
could 
be 
formed by toe minority party. 
The United States today is confronted with 
obstacles within Congress itself which impair 
the operation of a successful foreign policy. 
Thus, the chairman of the Senate Foreign Rela­ 
tions Committee, a Democrat, acts and speaks 
on international questions as if he thought he 
had the powers of a president or a secretary of 
state. Again and again in the past a Republican 
chairman of the Senate Foreign Relations Com­ 
mittee has done the same thing. A RenuM'can 
senator in that post in 1919 blocked American 
entrance into toe League of Nations which had 
been advocated by a Democratic president af 
the Paris peace conference after the close of 
World War I. 
The amount of damage done to both national 
and international programs by the members of 
the opposition party in Congress in the last IOO 
days is considerable, especially in failing to 
support the government during maritime. 
Long delays in enacting major policies of a 
domestic nature may be expected. In the end, 
toe administration will find it necessary to 
modify its proposals considerably in order to 
win the necessary majority in both houses. 
Whether it’s a tax-reform bill, or a system 
for distributing public funds by an effective 
method of sharing with toe states, or the enact­ 
ment of a stem policy to deal with the riots and 
disturbances — plainly being instigated by 
groups in our midst with some foreign influence 
behind them, and hence subject to federal sur­ 
veillance and prosecution — there is little prog­ 
ress being made on the legislative side. 
Although the Democratic party has a majori­ 
ty in both houses of Congress, it has not pre­ 
sented in the last IOO days a program of its own 
in either house. Yet the Democrats control the 
chairmanships of all committees in the Senate 
and the House. 


WHAT IS PRIMARILY lacking is a system of 
party discipline. President Johnson had a ma­ 
jority of his party in both houses for the last six 
years, but he. too. was faced with revolts. 
While a coalition of certain Republicans with 
Democrats produced for him a majority vote on 
some important pieces of legislation, this mere­ 
ly accentuated the lack of a system of party re­ 
sponsibility. 
The American people in the 1970 election will 
vote to fill all the seats in the House of Repre­ 
sentatives but only one third of the Senate. TTiis 
is a lop-sided arrangement which makes it pos­ 
sible for the Senate to become Republican next 
time while the house stays Democratic The 
people would be better served if elections were 
held every four years in which the entire mem­ 
bership of both bouses had to go before the peo­ 
ple along with the presidential nominees This 
would at least be a start toward responsible 
government.

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Science Post Turned Down 
Nixon Reverses Position 
But Long Rejects Offer 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Presi­ 
dent Nixon, to a major reversal 
of position, has offered an im­ 
portant administration appoint­ 
ment to a man originally vetoed 
by the White House far opposing 
the Safeguard missile defense 
system 
But the man involved, scien­ 
tist Franklin A. Long, says no 
thanks. 
Following criticism from con­ 
gressmen and scientists for let­ 
ting politics override qualifica­ 
tions in selecting the new direc­ 
tor of the National Science 
Foundation, Nixon Monday said 
the job would be picked on mer­ 
it only, 
The President aliso revealed to 
the members of the National 
Science Board and the National 
Academy of Sciences that after 
first approving Long’s rejection 
he had asked the Cornell Uni­ 
versity vice president to take 
the job. 
But presidential science ad­ 
viser Lee A. DuBridge, who od- 
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ginally recommended Long for 
the job, said Monday Long was 
no longer in terested because he 
found “the political situation 
distasteful to him and he pre­ 
ferred not to have it reopened.” 
After DuBridge recommended 
Long several weeks ago, White 
House staff members protested 
that he had publicly opposed 
Nixon’s missile defense propos­ 
als and should not get an admin­ 
istration appointment. 
Nixon backed up his staff at 
his April 18 news conference, 
confirming that Long’s opposi­ 
tion to the proposed Safeguard 
project “would be misunder­ 
stood.” 
Asked 
why 
the 
President 
changed his mind, DuBridge 
said Nixon had “looked at it 
more carefully.” 
In his meeting with the scien­ 
tists, Nixon asked for sugges­ 
tions for the NSF spot and 
promised that he would pick the 
new director from one of the 
names submitted, White House 
secretary Ronald L. Zieg- 
said. 
Nixon also said he would sup­ 
port the independence of the 
foundation and assured them of 
his interest in science and in in­ 
ternational scientific coopera­ 
tion. Ziegler added. 
DuBridge was asked how the 
fresh Nixon stance would affect 
the scientific community. “I’m 
sure it will be tremendously 
pleased and encouraged,” he 
answered. 
Ziegler refused to discuss the 
politican implications of Nixon’s 
position change, which could be 
considerable.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - 
Fluoridation of public drinking 
water can, according to those 
against it, lead to poisoning of 
the user and Mongolism in their 
offspring. 
Dr. Jonathan Foreman of Co­ 
lumbus, in testimony Monday 
night before the Ohio Senate 
Education, Health and Welfare 
Committee, said persons who 
drink fluoridated waiter may suf­ 
fer chromosome damage, which 
in some cases would later re­ 
sult in Mongolism among their 
children. 
Dr. Forman, the chairman of 
the National Medical and Dent­ 
al Committee to Evaluate Fluor­ 
idation and president of the Ohio 
State Alliance against Fluorida­ 
tion, testified against a bill to 
require statewide fluoridation of 
water supplies serving 5,000 or 
more persons. 
Dr. 
Forman, however, de­ 
clined to endorse the testimony 
of four other persons who ap­ 
peared before the committee. 
“What they know and don’t 
know I wouldn’t want to com 
ment on,” he told the committee. 
Thomas Mcllvain of Wyoming, j 
Ohio, 
which 
has 
fluoridated 
water, told the committee he 
suffered fluoride poisoning from 
drinking the water and almost 
died from it. 
“The doctors asked me if I 
had been exposed to rat poison­ 
ing,” he said, saying they were 
at a loss to determine his ill­ 
ness. 
At this point, the committee's 
chairman. Sen. Oakley C. Col­ 
lins, R - 18 Ironton, suggested 
the Mcllvain s testimony “was 
taking up a lot of time and get-; 
ting us nowhere. 
Collins sponsored the fluori­ 
dation bill. 
Edith Bowman, representing 
the Citizens Committee against 
Fluoridation of Cincinnati, said 
“fluoridation is treating your 
body without your consent.” 
In other action, the commit­ 
tee recommended for passage a 
bill requiring all day care cen­ 
ters in the state to be licensed 
by Jan. I, 1970. 
To be licensed, a center would 
have to have at least 35 square 
feet of indoor space for each 
child and 60 square feet of out­ 
door space. Infants would have 
to be cared for in rooms separ­ 
ate from older children. 
The bill sets maximum nom 
hers of children for each staff 
member. 
Administrators would be re­ 
quired to have at least a high 
school education and by Dec. 17, 
1971, must have completed at 
least two years of training or 
have at least two years exper­ 
ience working with children and 
their parents.

lf you believe everything you hear or read 
about the tremendous profits of auto insur­ 
ance companies, you might feel you are 
being overcharged. But before you reach 
that conclusion, here are some facts you 
should know. 


As a group, the auto insurance companias 
based in Ohio didn’t make a penny of profit 
directly from money paid by their cus­ 
tomers for insurance protection during the 
five years from 1964 through 1968. In fact, 
over the five-year period, the companies 
suffered a slight loss in daily operations. 


These insurance companies did have net 
Investment earnings of about 41/2% during 
this five-year period — to be exact, $4.52 
on every $100 they took in. All of the $4.52 
net earnings came from inveetment income 
and increased market value of securities. 
It s what was left after deducting operating 
losses, Federal income taxes and policy­ 
holders’ dividends. 


That’s not too bad. But it’s not tremendous 
profit either. You could earn about as much 
from a savings account in a local bank. 


And, of course, the increased market value 
of securities isn’t actually cash on hand. It’s 
only a paper figure. It could increase if the 
stock market goes up, or it could decrease 
if the stock market goes down — as it has 
for the past several months. 


Anyway, what has happened to this $4.52 of 
earnings—or profits? 


Well, about 290 of it went to pay dividends 
to stockholders of the stock companies. 
They're the people who put up the money— 
who risked their money— so the companies 
could get into the insurance business in the 
first place. 


The rest of the earnings — or $4.23 out of 
$100 of income — was put into policyhold­ 
ers' surplus. 
WHAT IS SURPLUS? 


Surplus is an insurance company’s policy­ 
holder protection fund. Surplus is money 
set aside — and required by law to be set 
aside — to assure payment of all legitimate 
claims and expenses. Surplus it used to

Peter Fuller con­ 
firmed he plans to continue has 
appeals of the purse redistribu­ 
tion that came after his Danc­ 
er’s Image won last year’s Der­ 
by, but later was accused of 
having an illegal medication in 
his system.

A N SW ER : W e all have to eat to get food into our bodies, 
where it can be used to create w arm th and energy. It is the 
special job of the stom ach to act as a storage area for food 
after it is swallowed and to pass it along in small am ounts 
to the digestive system below. There it is chem ically 
treated and distributed to the cells by the blood stream . 
The stom ach is helped on with its work by contractions of 
its strong m uscles, which serve to move the food along. 
Such contractions are called peristaltic waves. W hile the 
stom ach contains food, the waves go on unnoticed. But 
the peristaltic waves are going on and getting C harlie’s 
attention as sensations of hunger.
